kansas Labor Department — .all 
within 3 period of less than a year. 
In addition,'he told officers Ue'inwr- 
dered a Negro wom.an in Salina, 
'Kan., in 1937.

— Joseph Dunbar Medley, 43, dap- 
per, smooth-talking escaped convict 
suspected In the death of three red- 
haired women, was held today for 
removal to Washington, D, C., on 
a hiurder charge. Police held 
a 


platinum /blonde woman who Was 
with him when he Was arreste'd. 


Medley, 'suspected in the myster- 


ious deaths of women in Washing- 
ton, ;Chicago and New Orleans, was 
seized yesterday as; he entered his 
suite at the Jefferson hotel with his 
latest girl friend. 


Special Agent G. B. Norris, ac- 


companied by two St; Louis detec- 
tives, made the arrest. Norris re- 
fused to identify Medley's compan- 
ion other than to say she was an 
attractive 'St. Louis Woman. Both 
she and Medley were held incom- 
municado pending further question- 
ing. Chicago and New Orleans po- 
lice were expected here today to 
question the suspect. 


The 
handsome Medley, 
who 


escaped from the Southern Michi- 
gan prison at Jackson last Nov. 27,- 
had been the object of an intensive 
nationwide search since March 6 
When Mrs. Nancy Boyer, 45-year- 
old Washington socialite was found 
shot to death in her apartment. 


A sleeve-length silver fox .jacket 


ahd handbag 
similar to items 


owned by Mrs. Boyer were found in 
Medley's hotel rbbrh. A'gun, also 
found in 'the room, was forwarded 
to Washington for comparison with 
bullets'taken from Mrs." 'Beyer's 
body. 


Prior to the slaying of Mrs. 


Boyer, Medley had been sought by 
Chicago and New Orleans police for 
questioning about the mysterious 
bathtub deaths ;bf red-haired Wom- 
en in each of those cities. 


The first-death occurred Dec. 24 


when 
Laura Fischer, 28, a New 


York textile worker, 
was 
found 


dead in the bathtub in.a hotel room

.time before the body was discov- 
ered, leaving a "do not disturb" 
sign on the door.

Zimmerman died accidentally of 
benzedrine intosication.

Heinrich Himmler, Gestapo chief 
whose name is 
associated 
with 


some of the blackest deeds com- 
mitted by Nazi Germany, was in 
on the plot last July 20 to assassi- 
nate Adolf Hitler, apparently with 
the hope of becoming no. 1 man in 
the Reich. 


Himmler afterward reneged, de- 


claring he had prctcneded to play 
along just to' get evidence on the 
plotters. 


That is the story I have been told 


ay a man who now is a fugitive 
from German authority because he 
also was implicated in the attempt 
on Hitler's life. My informant is a 
man I have known' for years. 


(Lochner, chief of the former As- 


sociated Press bureau in Berlin, 
plans to return to the German capi- 
tal when it falls). 


It was Himmler, according to my 


informant, 
who ' delegated 
H. 


Johannes Popitz, Prussian finance 
minister, to sit in on the conspira- 
tors' meetings. He also sent an at- 
torney named Langbehn to Switz- 
erland to ask the allies whether he, 
Himmler, would be acceptable in 
case Hitler ceased to exist. 


But seven days after the ill-fat- 


ed attempt Himmler,-in order to 


clear himself, asserted it actually 
was Popitz who had contacted him 
about the plot and that he had 
gone along simply to try to trip 
up the conspirators. 
'

Bloody Iwo: A Third of All 
the Marines Were Killed or 
Wounded Taking Vital Island 


(Editor's Note: The bloodiest 


campaign of the Pacific 
war 


was fought for Iwo Jima, a tiny 
island 762 miles from 
Japan. 


The U.S. Marines suffered total 
casualties of 19,938 — probably 
more than a third of the total 
number engaged. What was it 
that cost so high a price and 
was the island worth it? In the 
following dispatch two United 
Press war correspondents who 
covered the Iwo Jima action 
from D-day on tell why we had 
to have the island and why the 
Marines found it the toughest 
job in their history.)

No Hollywood battles with oui 
side winning every skirmish and 
the enemy turning out to be cow- 
ards. Just day after day of killing 
Japanese — and taking your losses. 


The Marines who hit the beach 


here on D-day were as lean and 
hard as a well conditioned prize 
fighter. Many of them had been in 
other battles, all of them had been 
on strenuous maneuvers. Yet by 
the time the fighting neared an end 
almost every man had lost weight 
— usually 
between 10 and 
25 


pounds. The sheer manual labor of 
killing about 21,000 Japanese did 
that to them.
